Hy preat.—It has great means of patronage—It
is imposing in its name wal front. Like Aa-
ron’s rod, it aims to swallow up sll the rest.—

¢ The design of the federal povernment is thus per-

veried —lts framers are disappointed. Its letter
is transcended —The parties (o the conlttact, and
without whose consent it could not have exisied,
are disregarded —their power depreciated » and
their will opposed. Other objects, than  those
enumerated, sre pursued, without guide or rule.
Powers given are extended— others are cieimed
as expedient for the public good, or assumed on
the plan of expediency. Unlimited and undefined
suthiority is 10 be exercised, if in the opinion of
existing rulers, the national improvement admits it.

Now we ask, if this be not inconsistent with,
or at feast, ifanscending the purposes of the fede-
ral government at his formation? The great ob-
Jeci was to regulate foreign commerce, and our fo-
reign relations; and to legislate on natiopal atfairs,
which was beyond the power of an individual
State. Each State can jadge of its resour-
ces and its wants; and is most competent
to regulate all iis internal concerns. It was
even then [feared, that the general government
would encroach up (he geparate Stetes. But it
was said that the federsl government eould not ex-
ercise any power but what was already pgiven.—
And this prineiple was recognized by a particular
article afterwards adled to the instrument,—
Whenever this principle is disregarded, the con-
stitution is vivlated: powers are exercised, which
bave not been delegated. Nor i thi« transcending
of the authiority given alight matter: For it is an
encroachment upon the rights of the people, who
compose the states in their separate capacity; it is
an assumpiion of power by rulers, which is al-
ways alurming and dangerous, It is al aming
when public ageuts claim and exercise more powe
er than was given them by their eonstituents—
And it 15 a dingsrons principle, that 1hey may ex
ercise whatever power they please, under any
pretence whatever,

Theattachment to State rights cannot therefore
be prool of suy party;bur of a due regard for con-
stitutional princi,les and provisions; and of con-
sistency in mwnrainiog the views entertained by
the [ran.crs of the federal compser and by the peo-
ple who approved of it. [ Beston Gaz.
